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This report summarizes our action with a view toward establishing as soon 
as possible the Commission files on a "crash" basis. 

1. Nine people (6 from GSA and 3 from I&NS) are currently working in 
Room 4l0, National Archives building, reading and classifying 
reports. Production at the present time is more than two thousand 
pages a day. A few of the people are handling between three and 
four hundred pages; a few less than one hundred pages. On the basis 
of current production, the backlog reports will probably be completed 
in about twelve work days. New reports are adding to the workload. 
Classifying and filing testimony documents are not included in this 
estimate. 

2. In- order to avoid a bottleneck in the' preparation of copies, we 
have arranged for some Xerox copy making by the Archives and 
Mr. Willens has made similar arrangements with the Department of 
Justice. We believe the total capacity available will permit copies 
to be prepared as fast as needed. 

3. Sorting and filing the reports still present somewhat of a problem. 

We need two additional file clerks and have suggested to Mr. Willens 
that he contact the Department of Justice (Mr. Di Girolamo) for 
possible assistance for a few weeks. If such assistance is not 
available, we will need to use the people who are currently working 
on the reading and classifying assignment.
